the legislature amends its present 
laws, which provide collection of 
$1 a year poll taxes from voters 
between the ages of 21 and 60. 

Even if the poll tax were in 
force, 1944 poll taxes are not col- 
lectable until late in the fall, and 
the state primary will be held 
early—before poll taxes are due. 

No poll tax could be assessed 
and collected against the new vot- 
ers untils the Georgia legislature 
meets. The next meeting will be 
held in January, 1945, unless a 
special session should be called. 

Under the amendment, the new 
voters will enjoy all the franchise 
rights previously enjoyed by vot- 
ers who paid their poll taxes, it 
was said. They can vote in munic- 
ipal, county, state and federal 
elections, and that includes elec- 
tion of the President, senators and 
congressmen. 

The new amendment, however, 
affects only franchise rights and 
will not change property, majority 
and any other laws now applying 
to minors, Head explained. 

A specific provision of the bill, 
however, bars soldiers, sailors and 
Marines from acquiring the right 
to vote in Georgia by reason of 
being stationed within the state. 

Amendment Text. 

The exact language of the 
amendment dealing with this 
phase of the franchise says: 

“Provided, that no soldier, sail- 
or or Marine in the military or 
naval service shall acquire the 
rights of an elector by reason of 
being stationed on duty in this 
state.” 

Head was emphatic in his state- 
ment that the amendment applied 
solely to the franchise. Under his 
opinion it would not affect the 
right to serve on juries, own 
property in their name, hold of- 
fice, marry without restrictions. 

At the present time, a Georgia 
law requires persons between the 
ages of 18 and 21 years old to 
have the written consent of their 
parents before marriage licenses 
are issued#to them or to post a 
notice at the courthouse five days 
in advance of the issuance of the 
license. 

There was considerable specu- 
lation as to whether or not a new 
move to amend fundamental laws 
might not begin in view of the 
success of the voting measure. 
| And the youngsters will wield a 
big stick in legislative elections 
because there are about 165,000 
|of them qualified to vote for leg- 
islators, and the present registra- 
tion carries only 425,000 voters 
for the whole state. 

Further Privileges, 

Arnall said he is not interested 
in extending further privileges to 
teen-agers. 

When the legislature tackles the 
poll tax issue, it is confidently 
expected that a new drive to elim- 
inate poll taxes as a prerequisite 
for voting will be attempted, ac- 
cording to capitol reports yester- 
day. 

The legislature could revise poll 
tax ages to include the new vot- 
ers. It could leave the law as it is 
now and not charge the new vot- 
ers a poll tax.

These provisions were made in 
the enabling act passed by the 
state legislature before the ratifi- 
cation of the constitutional amend- 
ment, and, Allman said, should 
prove an inducement to teachers 
who had left, to return.

In his 
denunciation of radicalism among 
the younger element, the Indiana 
senator said Brooklyn, N. Y., and 
Chicago are the most active spots 
in the “new movement” among 
youths. 

“I am convinced,” he said, “that 
the rank and file of our younger 
people are just as loyal as the 
older group.”

Arnall Favors 
New, Simple 


Constitution 


Enactment of a_ streamlined, 
simplified constitution from which 
all laws and taxes “repressive to 
business and progress” are elim- 
inated is next on Governor Arn- 
all’s administrative agenda, he 
said yesterday after becoming 
convinced that all the 28 constitu- 
tional amendments submitted to 
Georgians in Tuesday’s special 
election had passed, 

“Results of the election con- 
vince me that the people of Geor- 
gia want a _ progressive, simple 
constitution,” Arnall said. “Gov- 
ernment is soc complicated and in- 


volved that it is difficult for the 
ordinary man and woman to un- 
derstand its processes.” 


Although the Governor has 
taken no steps to appoint a spe- 
cial commission to make prelim- 
inary drafts for a new constitution 
to supplant the present one, 
adopted in 1677 and _ including 
Tuesday’s amendments, amended 
296 times—he said he hopes to 
have it ready for submission to 
the next session of the assembly. 
The legislature authorized such a 
commission at its last session. 


“In the new constitution, I hope 
we simplify Georgia’s government. 
We should put in a simple system 
of taxation and basic principles. 
When that is done the repeated 
necessity for amending it will 
have been obviated. By paying off 
the debt, streamlining the consti- 
tution, by eliminating incessant 
hagling and red tape, Georgia will 
show the way to the rest of the 
nation to a more simple, efficient 
and progressive government,” said 
Arnall. 

“I do not believe local govern- 
ments should be forced to have 
constitutional amendments to con- 
solidate school districts, or that 
cities, counties and other local 
governmental subdivisions should 
be forced to get constitutional au- 
thority to transact their own af- 
fairs.”

Sicilian Lines 


Conutinued From First Page. 


Allied air offensive against the 
mainland. 

American heavy cruisers, dis- 
closed in action off Sicily for the 
first time, thundered in unison 
with destroyers at the nortr 
coastal road and defense posi- 
tions. dug into the hills west of 
Cape Orlando itself 18 miles east 
of the known position of Ameri- 
can troops. 

British naval forces poured a 
raking fire on the east coastal road 
at Cape Molini, just north of Ca- 
tania, and at Taormina, farther 
north, after fighting two sharp en- 
gagements with enemy motor tor- 
pedo boats in which one of the lat- 
ter was put out of action. 

These weer the highlights of the 
actions described in Allied head- 
quarters announcements today. 

Capture Is Clinched, : 

The capture of Catenanouva, 22 
miles west of Catania and about 
three miles southwest of Cen- 
turipe, already in Allied hands, 
was clinched by th. British after 
a stiff battle. 

The Canadians finally cemented 
their hold on Agira, nine miles to 
the northwest of Catenanouva, 
after the place had changed hands 
several times, the communique an- 
nounced. The town previously 
had been reported captured. 

The British and Canadians 
broke the back of an armored CGer- 
man counterattack in this sector, 
knocking out a Nazi 60-ton Tiger 
tank and two others, and swept on 
for several miles over ground that 
was littered with German dead. 

The lack of anything but pa. 
trol action directly south of Ca- 
tania pointed to the probability 
that the main attack on that east- 
ern anchor of the Mt. Etna line 
was swinging in a loop from the 
west.

Ellery Queen brought this to 
light today in the introduction to 
his new anthology of short detec- 
tive stories, “The Female of the 
Species,” devoted to the leading 
lady flatfeet of fiction. 

Mr. Queen’s anthology also 
houses tales detailing the adven- 
tures of some female baddies of 
fiction. His researches—and he 
is a bibliomaniac of the first chop 
in running down these things— 
reveal that the earliest book of 
shirt stories recounting the crim- 
inal deeds of a woman probably 
is “The Sorceress of the Strand” 
(1903), about the-infarnous Ma- 
dame Sara, and fathered—and 
mothered—by Mrs. L. T. Meade 
and Robert Eustace. 

The short story form, of course, 
is right down Ellery Queen’s al- 
ley: he has writen some 25 de- 
tective novels against only two 
volumes of short stories, but the 
short story form is the one that 
really raises his blood pressure. 

Before going into the explana- 
tion of this paradoxical point, it 
should be noted again that Ellery 
Queen is two  persons—Cousins 
Frederic Dannay and Manfred B. 
Lee—who :have failed 
agree on anything except 
they can’t. agree. Nevertheless, 
that doesn’t seem to interfere with 
their literary output, which since 
1929 has totaled 34 volumes.

Indeed, he records the cast 
of one detective writer who work- 
ed both sides of the street—and 
even beyond. He was M. Mc- 
Donnell Bodkin. . 

“In 1898,” says Queen, #Mr. Bod- 
kin produced a male detective 
named Paul Beck. Two years lat- 
er Mr. Bodkin’s female detective, 
Dora Myrl, began her delightful 
escapades. After he had created 
a detective of each sex, you might 
expect so fertile an author as Mr. 
Bodkin to bring forth next either 
a boy-detective or a girl-detective. 
Ah, be patient, dear reader! Mr. 
Bodkin, obviously a student of ge- 
netics, felt that certain intermedi- 
ate steps were necessary—as, in- 
deed, they are. 

“So the author conceived the in- 
genious idea of making his male 
sleuth and his female sleuth adver- 
saries. He contrived this duello 
in a novel called ‘The Capture of 
Paul Beck,’ published in 1909. At 
the end of the novel, Paul Beck 
won the detectival engagement, 
but Dora Myrl won an even more 
glamorous engagement. In a 
phrase, she got her man—becom- 
ing Mrs. Paul Beck and thus in- 
augurating what is possibly the 
earliest dectective family in mys- 
tery fiction. Then in a later book, 
‘Young Beck: A Chip Off the Old 
Block,’ a son is born and the in- 
evitable Paul Jr. becomes a detec- 
tive in his own right, assuming his 
parents’ dual mantle of manhunt- 
er and carrying on the family pro- 
fession.”

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Challenge to Youth 

Now, young Georgians of 18, 19 and 20 years 
of age may vote in state and national elections. 
The voters on Tuesday ratified the :onstitution- 
al amendment which extends the right of 
franchise to these younger citizens. 

Georgia becomes the first state to thus lower 
the voting age Others may later take similar 
action, but the vote of Tuesday adds one more 
to the long iist of “firsts” of which the 
people of this state boast. 

The responsibility now rests solely upon the 
shoulders of the new, young voters. They have 
been given that responsibility and, with it, an 
opportunity of far-reaching import. 

The eyes of the nation will be upon these 
newly enfranchised Georgia voters when they 
first cast official ballots. On how they conduct 
themselves will largely depend whether or not 
the same privilege shall be accorded to those 
of the same ages all over the country. 

Governor Arnall has stated he will seek to 
have the 18-year-old voting plank placed in 
the Democratic national platform for 1944. 
He would like to see it adopted on nation- 
wide scale. 

The greatest argument 
hold in his championship of their 
cause, would be the example they set in 
Georgia if they conduct their part in political 
affairs sanely, wisely and constructively. 

During the.campaign for the goverhorship 
in 1943 young students of the University of 
Georgia and its branches took active part in 
the defeat of Talmadge, the man who had 
destroyed the academic standing of the univer- 
sity by injection of selfish politics into its con- 
trol. Their activities then were not only effec- 
tive but thoroughly creditable. 

Thousands of young Americans within the 
affected age limits are now in the armed 
services of their country, defending with their 
lives the safety of their homes. When the war 
is won they will be coming home. And they 
Wil point to Georgia as the exemplar state in 
their request for the right to vote, in every 
state. | 

On the estimation of the value of these 
‘ young votes, in the cause of better government, 

ill largely depend the decision in other states 
and in the nation as a whole. The responsi- 
bility, and the opportunity, thus opened to 
young Georgia therefore, inestimable.

The services. of 100,000 volunteer workers on 
the farms will be needed if the crops now 
ripening in Georgia fields are not, in part, to 
be left to rot, according to Commissioner of 
Agriculture Tom Linder. 
Georgia is today in good shape in so far as 


food supplies for the winter are concerned, said 


the commissioner. This because of the huge 
quantities of foodstuffs which have been can- 
ned, both by women of the rural areas and 
their sisters of the cities. 

However, there are various crops which, if 
volunteer labor is not forthcoming, cannot be 
harvested in full. Today the largest peanut 
acreage in all Georgia’s history is ready for the 
harvest. Peanut oil is badly needed to replace 
oils which were imported before the days of 
war. Under the spur of this need, Georgia 
peanut grower. planted a record-breaking acre- 
age. Now, they are worried and puzzled as to 
where the labor to harvest those peanuts is 
to be found. 

The same is true of the cotton, corn and 
hay crops. The harvest is bountiful, all that 
is lacking are the harvesters. 

The drain om farm labor because of selective 
service and the needs of the war factories has 
created a situation where the only ‘hope for 
this urgently needed farm labér rests with the 
people of the cities. 

Many rural high schools have held summer 
sessions so their students could go into the 
fields at harvest time, In some cities business- 
men are volunteering to work one or more days 
a week on the farms. The Albany Rotary Club, 
for instance, joined a local “crop corps” en 
masse, Other groups in other parts of the state 
have taken similar action. 

But there are not enough. Commissioner 
Linder estimates the need, today, at 100,000 
voluntary farm workers, for the larvest. The 
need is urgent, the opportunity to serve their 
nation is maguificent for all those able-bodied 
urbanites who can spare a few days im such a 
cause.

Nazi Morale Slipping 

Evidence grows that the morale of Hitler's 
dupes is definitely on the downgrade. Last 
week news reached London that the officers 
and crews of six submarines refused to take 
their craft to sea when ordered, and were all 
sent to prison. 

Norwegian circles in London have since 
heard that the 200,000 Nazi troops occupying 
Norway are pessimistic as to the future, and 
that with every Allied victory the morale sinks 
lower and lower. Despair of their position 
has resulted in sabotage committed by the 
Germans themselves, frequent desertions into 
Sweden and a number of suicides. Military 
authorities have been forced to establish sev- 
eral concentration camps for muntinous troops. 

There have been reports of a marked de- 
cline in morale following the Nazi defeat at 
Stalingrad, another after Tunisia, while the

Ssians around Orel has developed an attitude 
of “what’s the use of fighting on?”

FOOD PRODUCTION WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Before the 


figures grow cold in the public mind, 
it is desirable to call attention to the latest crop forecast of the 
Department of Agriculture in contrast with all of the hysteria raised 
by the professional politicians and paid farm organization leaders 
last spring over the bugaboo of threatened food 
shortages. ' 
The department’s Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics has just announced that, on the basis 
of the present outlook, the nation’s food pro- 
duction in 1943 will exceed by approximately 
4 per cent the record high output of last year. 
Now that is just about what government 
leaders have claimed all along. Despite short- 
ages in jabor and materials, Agricultural De- 
partment heads have insisted from the start 
that, weather conditions permitting, the farm- 
ers of the cvuntry, spurred on by higher prices 
and patriotic motives, could be relied upon to 
yvercome their handicaps and get out a bumper 
crop. ~ 
It meant a little more work and some sacrifices, no doubt, but 
the will to do, it was felt, would find a way. That is precisely what 
has happened. The latest crop forecast completély justifies the 
earlier feeling of confidence held by our officials. It also makes a 
mockery of the false claims put out by the professionals. 


SPRINGTIME HYSTERIA In view of what has happened, it 


| is interesting to go back and re- 
view the situation as it existed last spring. Led by farm bloc mem- 
bers, congress was in a turmoil over demands for relieving agricul- 
ture. Senator Bankhead, titular leader of the bloc, was insisting 
that the planned size of the Army be reduced by 2,500,000 men as 
a means of aiding food production. Others were bent on changing 
the formula for farm parity prices in an effort to boost the swollen 
farm ‘income to still higher levels as an inducement for greater 
production, 

An effort was made to create public hysteria over shouts of 
threatened food shortages. Unless the farmers could get more labor 
and higher prices the country would be faced with a food crisis, the 
professionals proclaimed. 


ALL EQUALLY UNINFORMED We had such agricultural 


mountebanks as Louis 
Bromfield, writer turned farm expert, and Frank Gannett, Liberty 
League publisher and antiadministration critic, telling us just how 
to handle the situation. A host of others, all equally uninformed, 
were out to stir up trouble on the food front. 


Now that the predicted crisis has been given the lie by the 
department’s forecast, it would be interesting to dig up some of the 
erudite utterances of Messrs, Bromfield and Gannett to give the 
public a laugh. It would serve the useful purpose of warning the 
public against similar calamity howlers of the future. They are 
sure to come along. 


Fortunately for the country, the nation had in the White House 
a man with enough stamina to resist the pressure that was brought 
to bear. Mr. Roosevelt undoubtedly lost support among farm ele-« 
ments of the country by his firm opposition to the various measures, 
but he was thinking of the country as a whole and not one sepa- 
rate group. 


WOULD HAVE HIKED PRICES Approval of the farm par- 


ity measures alone would 
have boosted farm prices by an estimated 17 per cent. What the 
President saw was that you could not increase the cost of living 
that much without it having serious reprecussions on the whole 
wage structure, which in turn means our whole domestic economy. 


And yet he was bitterly maligned by the administration haters 
for his stand in the matter. Some of his critics were not the 
economic crackpots that their positions would indicate. It is not 
altogether possible to escape the suspicion their hatred of the admin- 
istration is such they were willing to wreck the country on the 
shoals: of inflation as a means of bringing the President into disre- 
pute, feeling that was a sure way of getting rid of Roosevelt. 


FARMERS NOT TO BLAME The farmers themselves are 


not to blame for all the false 
hullabaloo raised in their behalf. What they have accomplished in 
the face of the known handicaps leaves their patriotism unques- 
tioned. With fewer tools and less labor they have produced more 
than ever before, 

They were no more responsible then than they are now for the 
meat shortage, which exists in the face of the fact that there is 
more livestock in the country today than ever before. The fault is 
said to lie with the bigger ranchers and the middlemen who are 
bent on receiving excessive profits. 

All of the fuss over the threatened food shortage was inspired 
by the paid farm organization leaders, aided by their stooges in 
congress. Both groups are usually ready to exploit any situation 
which lends the appearance of rendering a service to the farmers. 
The rest of the country can be damned so far as they are concerned. 

The fact the problem has resolved itself in much the manner our 
government officials have foreseen from the start should offer 
something in proof of the statement that our government bureau- 
crats are not the dumb Doras the critics have been proclaiming.

LETTERS TO HOMEFOLKS Some excerpts from the letters 
to homefolks from Ralph McGill: 


“I shall have to write my columns on simple-subjects. It will 
be best. The censorship is very strict and very slow. .. .” 


“The story of the American Flying Fortresses in this war is 
simply incredible. I had a nice flight over England in the nose of 
one of our bombers. That was swell. No invasions are in sight 
from here... .” 

“The row between de Gaulle and Giraud finds all the news- 
papermen here—with one or two minor exceptions—on the side of 
Giraud, The newspapermen don’t care for de Gaulle. They say 
he is impossible to work with, possesses a great ego, acts as if he 
had a great empire, believes he is a sort of saviour, and is a bua- 
ding little dictator all by himself... .” 

Thosé who complain of the discomforts of train and bus travel 
in the United States might appreciate this paragraph: 

“Our trains at home are crowded, but these trains are jammed 
all the time. I stood to Oxford and back the other day—three hours 


down and as many back.... 
In another letter he tells a friend 


THE GUNS AT DOVER 
of his view of the German-de- 


fended French coast line, across the straits of Dover: 

“I have just had a good trip to Dover. There you may see the 
coast of France and, through a strong telescope, you may see the 
German guns—the big ones with which they shell the coast and 
the town. 

“It was a fascinating trip. 

“When things get very bad, the people sleep in caves, but I 
must say they take things very calmly. There were three warne- 
ings while I was there and no one paid any attention. Here, you 
don’t worry about warnings until the guns—that is, batteries—near 
you begin to shoot. If the shooting is some distance away, things 
go on as usual. We could see a battery firing far down the coast, 
but the officer with us said it undoubtedly was just one German 
plane and there was no need bothering about it. The town is 
almost never free from alarm, yet more than a third of the people 
have refused to move. 

“T was taken to a pub which opened in 1436 and which still 
is doing business, having had no interruptions in all that time.” 

And then of the London he discussed over the radio: 


LONDON LIFE NORMAL “London, of course, has had no 

paint in four years. Vast areas 
damaged and gone, but life looks to be, and is, very normal. There 
is no variety in food, but it is plentiful enough, and the poorer 
people actually are getting more than they ever did. 

“The general health is better and the average height of chil- 
dren in the poorer areas is a half inch higher than it was four 
years ago. 

“It is odd to see no pipes at all in the shops (he wrote to ea 
pipe smoker). The British had imported all their briar from France 
and now they have none. There is tobacco now, but for a while 
there was none. 

“All things are rationed, except, of course, a few items. I will 
not be able to bring any presents back because of rationing and 
regulations. I wanted to get Mary Elizabeth (Mrs. McGill) enough 
tweed to make her a suit, but I am not allowed to buy any.” 

In another spot in a letter, he discusses the British method of 
handling the Italian prisoners, who are held under heavy guard. 
in this country, particularly down at Camp Wheeler, near Macon: 

“It is odd to see the Italian prisoners here. They work on farms 
and are not guarded at all. They may be seen on the roads and 
in the towns.” \ 

And, in another chat about London: 

“There are many uniforms. I counted more.than 50 different 
ones on one stretch of street the other day—Norwegians, Poles, 
French, English, Scots, Welsh, Irish, and on and on.” 

‘In all the letters McGill says:

To Make Doctors Servants 
Of the State 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


If you prefer having a fair warning before the storm hits, go first 
to your doctor to have your blood pressure checked and then write 
to one of your senators for a copy of the Wagner-Murray Senate 
Bill 1161. He will send you one without charge, and you will find 
it a remarkable document well worth reading. 

The chief author of the bill is the same German-born Senator 
Wagner, of New York, who gave us the law that “protects the rights 
of labor,” but denies the boss even the right of free speech. And if 
all goes well, the bill will be passed by the next congress. 

Its purpose is to provide more social security, including medical 
care. And, as usual, it levies a tax—this time a whopper. 

It will add 12 billion dollars a year to our annual tax burden— 
12 times the total cost of government when dad-was a youngster. 

It will take six per cent from your pay envelope, up to $3,000, 
and another six per cent from the boss. From the self-employed— 
the doctor, farmer, merchant—it will take seven per cent up toe 
$3,000, or $210 a year. 

Three-fourths of the money will be used to extend the benefits 
of social security, but one-fourth, or three billion dollars, will be 
turned over to the surgeon general, and he will be the absolute czar 
of American medicine, empowered to provide free medical and hos- 
pital care for 110 million people. - 

He will control all hospitals and decide which ones can operate 
and how much they shall charge. ~ 

He will tell doctors where to practice and how many patients 
they may have and how much they may charge. He will also decide 
which ones may call themselves specialists. 

(The bill generously permits each of us to choose his own doctor, 
but not if the one of our choice already has his allotted number of 
patients.) 

There are many other remarkable provisions in the measure, but 
this is enough to give you the idea. 

Three billion dollars is a lot of money. It is enough to hire 
every doctor in America at a salary of $5,000 a year; to hire every 
bed in every privately operated hospital every day in the year at 
the rate of $5 a day; to pay $2.50 a day every day in the year for 
each bed in government owned hospitals; to spend over $250,000,000 
a year for medicine and supplies, and still leave half a billion for 
political jobholders. 

If your doctor seems a little absent-minded and peevish these 
days, he is thinking about his future when politicians control the 
practice of medicine.

hy MANY home canners are experi- 

encing breakage of glass jars in oven 
canning that our Government has be- 
come seriously alarmed both at the loss 
of food and material, and at. the possi- 
bility of serious accidents resulting from 
oven canning. 


To help home canners avoid risk of in- 
jury and jar breakage in oven canning, 
we are sounding a note of caution on 
three basic points: 


First— 

Do not attempt oven canning unless 
you have a heat control range. The 
control should be set at 250°, and 
checked to be sure that the tempera- 
ture rises no higher than this. 
Higher temperatures may cause jars 
to explode, with damage to the oven 
and possible injury to the home 
canner. 


Second— 
Avoid sudden opening of oven door 
during canning. A rush of cold air 
against hot jars may cause them to 
explode. 


Third— 
Do not use the new war emergency 
Glass Top Seal Fruit Jar Cap. It 
was developed as a wartime product 
to conserve metal and is not intended 
for use in oven canning. The non- 
resistance of the glass top, plus the 
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fact that the steel 


rims are not 


flexible may cause this wartime top 
to explode even at the low tempera- 


ture of 250°. 


Your Gas Company does not recommend 
oven canning unless you thoroughly 
understand instructions and follow them 
exactly. If you plan to use this method, 
our home service consultants will give 
you full information as to how oven can- 


ning should be done. 


Exact temperature control is vitally im- 
portant; oven regulators which may have 
lost some degree of their accuracy and 
which perhaps cannot be serviced now 
because of wartime conditions, may add 
to the hazard.
